CHAPTER 111.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

To the end that technical objections to
the payment of assessments upon the stock in the
“Rocky Mound Grange Company,” of the town of
Mentor, in the county of Clark, may be obviated, all
the acts of said company in and about the reorganiza-
tion of the same, be and the same are hereby legalized
and confirmed.

CHAPTER 112.

AN ACT to consolidate and amend the act to incorporate the
city of Beaver Dam, and the several acts amendatory thereof.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate

and assembly, do enact as follows:

First, the act entitled an act to incorporate the city
of Beaver Dam, approved March 18, 1856, and the sev-
eral acts amendatory of the same, are hereby consoli-
dated and amended so as to read as follows:

TITLE I
CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES,

SecrioN 1. All that district of country in the coun-
ty of Dodge hereinafter described, shall be a city by
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the name of Beaver Dam, and the people now inhabit-

ing, and those who shall inhabit said district, shall be

a municipal corporation by the name of the city of Name and
Beaver Dam, and sball have the general powers pos- **"*™
sessed by maunicipal corporations at common law, and

in addition thereto, shall have and possess the powers
hereinafter granted, and the auathorities thereof shall
have perpetual succession; shall be capable of con-
tracting and being cootracted with, of suing and being

sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all courts of

law or equity, and sball have a common seal, and may
change and alter the same at pleasure.

SectioN 2. All that section of country in towns City boundaries
number eleven (11) and twelve (12) north, of range
fourteen (14) east, to wit : section number four (4), and
éast three-fourths (3-4) of section number five (5), and
the west one-fourth (1-4) of section number three (3) in
township number eleven (11), and section number-
thirty-three (33), and the east two-thirds (2-3) of section
number thirty-itwo (32), and the west half of section
number thirty-four (84), the south balf of section num-
ber twenty-eight (28), and the east three-fourths (3-4)
of the south half of section number twenty-nive (29),
and tbe south-west quarter of section twenty-seven (27),
in township number twelve (12) north, of range num-
ber fourteen (14) east, aforesaid, shall be included in
and constitate the limits of the city of Beaver Dam.

SgcrioN 3. The city of Beaver Dam shall be divid- ward boundar-
ed into four wards, as follows, to-wit: All that portion '**
of said city lying west of the center of Center street,
and south of the Beaver Dam river and mill pond,
shall constitute the first ward. All that portion of
couatry of said city east of the said Center street, and
south of the center of Front street, shall constitute the
second ward. All that section of country of said city
north of the center of Front street, and east of the cen-
ter of Spring street to De Clark street, and east of the
center of De Clark street to the city limits, shall con-
stitute the third ward. All that portion of said city
west of the center of Spring street and De Clark street
to the city limits, and not embraced in the first ward,
shall constitute the fourth ward,

TITLE IL

ELECTIONS,

SecrioN 1. The elective officers of said city shall gecttveofficers
be a mayor, a treasurer, a street commissioner, a super- 351 terms of
intendent of schools, a marshal ; and for each ward three
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aldermen, one justice of the peace, one assessor, two
school commissioners and one constable, which said
officers shall hold their respective offices as follows:
The mayor, treasurer, street commissioner, superin-
tendent of schools, assessors, constables, two aldermen
and one school commissioner ia each ward, for the term
of one year; one alderman, one school commissioner
and the justices of the peace io each ward, for the term
of two years. The term of office of the said city and
ward officers shall commence on the first Tuesday of
May next after their election. Each of said officers
shall continue in office for his respective term, and
until his successor is elected or appointed and has
qualified, and shall have such powersand shall perform
such duties as are prescribed in this act or as may be
prescribed by any ordinance of said city not incom-
patible with this act, or which may not be incompati-
ble with the nature of their resPective offices.

SecTION 2. On the first Tuesday of April, one
thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight, and annu-
ally thereafter, on the day fixed by the laws of the
state of Wisconsin for holding the annual town ireet-
ings of the several towns in this state, the qualified
electors of said city shall elect one mayor, one treasurer,
one street commissioner, one marshal and one superin-
tendent of schools, which said officera shall be qualified
voters and residents of said city ; and on the same day
at the same place of holding said election, the said
qualified electors shall also elect for each ward two
aldermen, one constable, one assessor, and for the term
of two years one school commissioncr and one justice
of the peace. One of said aldermen shall hold his
office for two years and oue of said aldermen shall hold
his office for one year. Thealderman having the high-
est number of votes in each ward shall be the alder-
man for two years. One alderman and one school
commissioner in each ward will hold over in accordance
with the provisions of the city charter beretofore in
force. The aforesaid officers shall be residents of the
respective wards for which they are elected, and said
elections shall be held in theseveral wards of said city,
for the officers above designated. And said elections
shall be presicled over by the aldermen in the respec-
tive wards, or in case of their absence or disability, the
voters present at the hour of opening the polls shall
elect by viva voce a sufficient number of inspectors to
make three with the alderman present, who shall be
sworn in accordance with the laws of the state, They
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shall appoint and swear two clerks, and shall see the
names of the voters registered, and the ballots safely
deposited in the ballot-boxes; shall decide all questions
that may arise as to the legality of the votes presented,
and shal! count the ballotsat the close of the polls, and
shall certify and seal two returns, and the day follow-
ing the election, shall direct and returd one of the said
returns to the clerk of the common council, the other
to the county clerk of the county of Dodge. The
mayor of the city aud such members of the common
council as shall hold over shall constitute a board of
canvassers, who shall, within five days after election,
meet at the common council chamber and canvass such
returos, and after the aforesaid returns have been can-
vassed by said board, the mayor shall notify by cer:
titicate the persoos elected to the respective offices.
The polls shall be kept open in the respective wards
from nine o'clock in the forenoon until sundown.

SECTION 8. In the event of a vacancy in the office vacancies, how
of mayor or alderman, by death, removal or other disa- #/ed-
bility, the common council shali order a new election,
and shall give not less than five days notice thereof;
any vacancy in other offices shall be filled by the com-
mon council. The persons appointed or elected to fill
a vacaocy shall hold their offices and discharge the
duties thereof for the unexpired term, with the same
rights and <ubject to the same liabilities as the persons
whose offices they may be elected or appointed to fill.

SecTION 4. All elections by the people shall be by pow election
ballot, and a plorality of votes shall constitute an elec- determined.

When two or more candidates for
an elective office shall receive an equal pumber of
votes for the same office, the election shall be deter-
mined by the casting of lots in the presence of the com-
mon council, at such time and in such manner as they
may direct.

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inspector or alderman, before receiving any such vote,
shall requirethe voter offering to vote to take the oaths
or affirmations which are provided by the laws of this
state, and all the provisions of the laws of this state
applicable to such cases shall be followed herein, ex-
cept as is otherwise bherein provided. And if the per-
son offering to vote shail take such oath, his vote shall
be received ; and if such person shall take such oath
falsely, be shall be deemed guilty of willful and cor-
rupt perjury, and upon conviction thereof, upon indict-
ment or information, shall suffer the penalty provided
by law for persons guilty of perjury. If any person
who is not a qualified voter, shall vote at any election,
or if any person duly qualified shall vote in auy other
ward than the one in which he resides, or shall vote
more than once at any one election, he shall be liable to
indictment or information, and on conviction thereof
shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding one hunired
dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars. It shall be
the duty of inspectors to keep a list of the names of all
persons whose votes may be challenged as aforesaid,
and shall swear in their votes. Aund if aony inspector
oralderman shall knowingly or corruptly receive the
vote of any person not authorized to vote, or sghall
make out false returns of any election, or any clerk
shall not write down the name of every voter as he
votes, or shall willfully make untrue and incorrect
count and tallies of votes, each and every such inspec-
tor or clerk shall be liable to indictment or informa-
tion, and on conviction thereof shall severally forfeit
and pay a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, nor
less than one hundred dollars; all such indictments or
informations shall be tried in the circuit court of the
county of Dodge.

SECTION 7. Special elections to fill vacancies or for
any other purpose shall be held and conducted by the
alderman of each ward, or inspectors, as provided by
this act, and returns thereof shall be madein the same
time, form and manner as at geoeral or anuual elec-
tions.

SectioN 8. Any officer removing from the city,
and any ward officer removing from the ward for
which he was elected, and any city or ward officer who
shall neglect or reluse to qualify on or before the first
Tuesday of May fcllowing his election, shall be deemed
to have vacated his office, and the common council
ghall proceed to fill such vacancy, as herein provided
by this charter : provided, that all the officers of said city
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shall hold their respective offices until their successors
shall be elected, appointed and qualified, according to
law. All officers appointed or glected to fill any va-
cancy shall enter upon the duties of such office imme-
diately after receiving notice of such election or ap.

The common council shall elect a city -
clerk, he shall keep the corporate seal and all papers
and records of the city ; he shall attend the meetings
and keep a record of the proceedings of the common
council. The records of the commoun council kept by
bim shall be evidence of all legal proceedings, and
copies of all papers filed in his office, and transcripts
from the records certified by him under the corporate
seal, shall be evidence in all courts in like manner
as if the originals were produced. He shall keep a
full and accurate account of all orders drawn ou the
city treasury in a book provided for that purpose, and
shall also keep an accurate account with the treasurer,
and charge bim with all tax lists delivered to him
for collection, and all sums of mouney paid into the
treasury of the state. Whenever the clerk shall be
absent from any meeting, the common council may
appoint a clerk pro tem. The city clerk shall have
power and authority to administer oaths and affirma-
tions.

The common council may elect a city
attorney who shall perform all professional services
incident to the office as prescribed by ordinances or
resolution, and when required, shall furnish written
opinions to the common council or its committees.

SecTION 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys
belonging to the city, and keep an accurate and detail-
ed account thereof, together with an account cf all dis-
bursements, in such manner as the common council
may direct; all money of whatever description, raised
by tax, license, fine, penalty, forfeiture, or otherwise,
for city purposes, shall be paid ioto the city treasury.
e shall collect all taxes and assessments which may
be levied or assessed upon the real and personal proper-
ty in the city, and exercise the same powers, when not
prescribed by this act, as control and govern treasurers
of towne, and shall be suhject to the same liabilities:
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provided, that he shall receive no fees for his services,
except such salary as shall be paid him by the city.
He shall pay all orders drawn upon the treasury by or-
der of the common council, or as is otherwise authorized,
out of the proper funds. He shall report to the com-
mon council quarterly, a full and detailed account of

der this act where a punishment for the offensa is pre-
scribed 1n the general statutes of this state, or in any

SALARIES OF CITY OFFICERS.

SecrioN 1. The several city officers hereinafter Saaries.
pnamed, shall receive the following salaries for their ser-
vices as such officers, and the same sball be accepted
and shall be in full compensation for such services dur-
ing the term of their respective offices, to wit: The
city treasurer, the sum of four hundred and twenty-
five dollars; the city clerk the sum of two hundred
and fifty dollars; the superintendent of schools the
sum of two hundred dollars; the city marshal the sum
of two hundred dollars; the assessor of the first ward
the sum of forty dollars; the assessorsof the second,
third and fourth wards, the sum of fifty-five dollars
each ; the street commissioner shall receive two dol-
lars for each days' labor; the steward of the fire com-
pany the sum of fifty dollars per anuum.

SkcrioN 2. Allsalaries paid by the city to officers gajaries par.
or others shall be payable monthly, at the end of each able moatbly.
and every month, except assessors, who shall be paid
at the conclusion of their duties each year.
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TITLE V.
THE COMMON COUNCM.—ITS POWERS AND DUTIES.

SectioN 1.  The municipal government and the
corporate authority of the city of Beaver Dam shall be
vested in the meyor and common council. The board
of aldermen, coosisting of three members from each
ward, shall constitute the common council, and the
style of all ordinances shallbe: “The common couacil
of the city of Beaver Dam, do ordain,” etc. The com-
mon council shall meet at such time and place as they,
by resolution, shall direct; a majority of the aldermen
shall constitute a quorum,

SecrioN 2. The common council shall hold stated
meetings, and the mayor may call special meetings by
notice to each of the aldermen to be served personally
or left at their usual place of abode. The common
council shall determine the rule of its own proceedings
and be the judge of the election and qualification of
its own members, and shall have power to compel the
attendance of absent members.

SecrioN 8. The common coancil shall have the
management and control of the finances and of all the
property of the city, except as in this act otherwise pro-
vided ; and shall likewise, in addition to all other powers
herein vested in them, have full power and authority to
make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce, alter,
modily, amend and repeal all such ordinances rules, by-
laws and regulations, for the government and good
order of the city, for the benefit of the trade, commerce
and health thereof, for the suppressioa of vice, for the
prevention of crime, for the protection of persons and

.property, and for carrying into effect the powers vested

1n said common council, as they shall deem expedient;
and to declare and impose penalities, and to enforce the
same against any person or persons who may violate
any of the provisions of such ordinances, rules, by-
laws and regulations ; and such ordinances, rules, by-laws
and regulations are hereby declared to be and have the
force of law : provided, that they be not repugnant to
the constitution of the United States or of this state,
and for these purposes the common council shall have
authority, anything in any general law of this state to
the contrary notwithstanding, by ordinances, resolu-
tions, by-laws, rules or regulation :

1. To regulate taverns, victualing houses, saloons,
gardens aod all other places within said city where
wines and other liquors are sold to be drank on the
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premises; and to license, regulate and restrain tavern-
keepers, keepers of ordinaries, saloons, victualing-

When any known owner of lands or
tenements, affected by any proceedings under this act,
shall be an infant, or labor under legal disability, the
judge of the circuit court of Dodge county, or in his
absence, the judge of any court of record io said county,
may, upon the application of the common council, or
such party or his next friend, appoint a guardian for
such party ; and all notices required by this act shall
be served on such guardian.

Any lot or parcel of land sold in pur-
suance of the porvisions of thisact, or any part thereof
which shall not be redeemed within the time limited
by this act, the city clerk shall, after the expiration of the
time hereby prescribed for the redemption thereof, and
on the presentation to him of the treasurer's certificate
of sale, execute in the name of the city, as such clerk,
under bis hand and the seal of the city, to the purchaser,
his heirs or assigns, a deed of the lard so sold and un-
redeemed as aforesaid, and shall acknowledge the same:
provided, the general law in regard to the filing of affi-
davits of service of notice to owner or occupant or of
non-occupancy, has been complied with. An abstract
of all deeds so made and delivered shall be entered by
the clerk in the book where tax sales arerecorded. A
fee of one dollar may be charged by the clerk for every
deed so issued, which deed shall vest in the grantee an
absolute estate in fee simple in such land, subject how-
ever, to all unpaid taxes and charges which are a lien
thereon, and such deed, duly witnessed and acknowl-
edged, shall be prima facie evidenze in all controversies
and actions 1n relation to the right of the purchaser, his
or her beirs or assigns, to the premises thereby con-
veyed, and the city clerk shall annually, within the
last six months prior to the expiration of the time
limited for redeeming lands sold for taxes, cause to be
published in some newspaper printed in said city once
a week for twelve successive weeks, a list of all un-
redeemed lands, specifying each tract or lot so sold,
the name of the person to whom assessed, if any, and
the amount of taxes, chargesand interest calculated to
the last day of redemption, due on each parcel, tract or
lot of land, together with a notice that, unless such
lands be redeemed on or before the day limited there-
for, raming the same, they will be conveyed to the pur-
chaser and holder of the certificate of sale.  The fees
for said publicaticn shall be the same as now allowed

by law for publishing lands sold by county treasurers,
and the same shall be charged against the lots or lands
so advertised and sold for taxes.

SectioN 25. In all controversies and suits, involv-
ing the title to land claimed and held under and by
virtue of such deed, the person or persons claiming title
adverse to the title coaveyed by such deed, shall be
required to prove, in order to defeat the said title,
either that the land was not subject to taxation ar as-

To have the custody and safe keeping of the
school houses, out houses, books, furniture and append-
ages, and to see that the ordinances of the city council
in relation thereto are observed.

To contract with and employ all teachers in the
common schools, and the high school, who sball have
been licensed by the superiutendent, and at their pleas-
ure to remove them. :

FIRE DEPARTMENT.

SectioN 1. The commcn council, for the purpose
of guarding against the calamities of fire, shall have
power to prescribe the limits within which wooden
buildings, or buildings of other materials that shall
not be considered fire-proof, shall not be erected or re-
paired, and to direct that all and every building within
the limits prescribed shall be made and constructed of
fire-proof materials and to prohibit the repairing of
wooden buildings within the fire limits, when the same
shall bave been damaged to the extent of fifty per
cent. of the value thereof, and to prescribe the manner
of ascertaining such damages.

SEcTiON 2. The common council shall have power

chimneys, ete. ¢4 regulate the building, construction and condition of

chimneys, fire-places, hearths, stoves, stove pipes, ovens,
boilers and apparatus used in or about any buildiog,
and to cause the same to be removed or placed in a
safe and secure condition when considered dangerous;
to prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places; to re-
quire the inhabitants to provide as many fire buckets,
and io such manner and times as they shall prescribe,
and to regulate the use of them in time of fire; to
regulate and prevent the carrying on of any manufac-
tories dangerous in causing or promoting fires; to com-
pel the owners or occupants of buildings to have scut-
tles in the roofs, and stairs or ladders reaching to the
same; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens
and other officers of the city to keep away from the
vicinity of a fire, all idle and suspected persons, &nd to
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compel bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of
fires, aud in the preservation of property exposed to
danger thereat, and generally to establish such regula-
tions for the prevention and extinguishment of fires
as the common council may deem expedient.

SectioN 3. The common council shall have power Fire englnes,

to purchase fire engines and other fire apparatus, and pantes,
to authorize the formaticn of fire engine, hook and lad-
der and hose companies, and to provide for the due and
proper support and regulation of the same, and to order
such companies to be disbanded, and their meetings to
be prohibited, and their apparatus to be delivered up.
Each company shall not exceed seventy able bodied
men, between the ages of fifteen and fifty years, and
may elect its own officers, and form its own laws, not
inconsistent with the laws of this state or the ordi-
nances and regulations of said city, and shall be formed
only by voluntary enlistment. Every member, of each
company hereby authorized to be formed, shall be ex-
empt from serving on juries, and from military duty,
during the continuance of such membership.

SkcTioN 4. There shall be a meeting of the mem- Election of
bers of said companies on the first Friday of January “ "
in each year, at such place as may be designated by the
mayor, when they may elect and recommend to the
common council for confirmation, one chief engineer,
three assistant engineers, and one steward, which latter
shall be a salaried officer; and the common council
may thereunpon confirm such elections, and the persons
so elected and confirmed shall perform such duties as
the common council shall prescribe. The chief engin-
eer of the fire department shall, annually, on or before
the first Friday of January in each year, prepare and
file in the city clerk’s office, a complete list ot all mem-
bers in good standing belonging to the fire department.

SEcTION 5. At the same time, as specified in the Pire wardens.
preceding section, the members of said companies sball
elect, and the common council may confirm, four fire
wardens, one of whom shall reside in each ward, and
who shall perform such duties as the common council
shall prescribe; and they may at any time enter into
or upon any house, storehouse, or other building or in-
closure, for the purpose of inspecting the same, and
with a view to guard against fire.

SEcTION 8. Whenever any person shall refuse to *rrest for dis.
obey any lawful order of the engineer, fire warden, orders.
mayor or alderman, at any fire, it shali be lawful for
the officer giving such order to arrest, or to direct orally
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the marshal, constable, watchman or any citizen, to ar-
rest such person, and to confioe him temporarily in
any safe place until such fire shall be extinguished;
and in the same manner such officers, or any of them,
may arrest or direct the arrest and confinement of any
person, at such fire, who shall be intoxicated or disor-
derly ; and any persoa who shall refuse to obey any
such lawfal order, or who ahall refuse to arrest or aid
in arresting any person so refusing, shall be liable to
such penalty as the common council may prescribe, not
exceeding fifteen dollars.

Sack company. SECTION 7. The common council shall have power
to oryanize a sack company, No. 1, to consist of not more
than twenty members. Such company shall constitate
a part of the fire department, and shall be subject to
the control of the chief enginecr. The members of
said company, either collectively or individually, are
hereby authorized and empowered to act as a special
police in and for the city ot Beaver Dam, and are here-
by vested with all power and authority which is or
may hereafter be vested in any police officer of said
city, and shall be entitled to all the rights and immu-
nities of members of the fire department. At fires they
shall take charge of property which may be exposed
or endaogered, and shall so far as may be in their power,
preserve the eame from injury or destruction. Said
company may from time to time adopt such by-laws
and regulations as they may deem necessary, not incon-
sistent with this act and the laws of the state. The
members of this company shall not be entitled to any
pay or compensation for services rendered in their
official capacity. They shall, in case of riot or disturb-
ance of the peace, have free access toall licensed places
of amusement in the city, and shall perform such ser-
vices as may be necessary for the peace and good order
of the same. The members of said company shall sev-
erally take an oath or affirmation that they will faith-
fully discharge the duties of their said office, and when
any member of said company shall cease to be a mem-
ber thereof, by resignation, expulsion or otherwise, no-
tice sball be given to the city clerk, who shall preserve
a record of all the members of said company.

Guarding SecrioN 8. The common council of the city of

Boaver Dam shall have power for the purpose of guard-
ing against the calamities of fire to prescribe and limit
the beight and size of wooden buildings to be herealter
erected or moved upon any lot or piece of ground
within any specified limits in said city, and to prescribe
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and limit the time within which any wooden building
or buildings, other than fire-proof, hereafier erected
upon or moved upon any lot or piece of ground within
specified limits, shall remain thereon and to compel the
owner or owners of such building so required to be re-
moved, to remove the same ; and if the said owner or
owners shall neglect or retuse to remove the same for
thirty days after being so required to do, by order of
the common council made and served upon the owner,
his agent, or the occupant of said building, to cause the
building to be removed from such lot at the expense of
the owner or owners of such building, and to pre-
scribe the mode and manner of compelling said owner
or owners to pay the expense of said removal, and sball
have power to cause such building to be sold to pay
the expense of such removal and the costs of such sale.

SectioN 10. The citizens of the town of Beaver Town meeting.

SECTION 14. Every license issued by the authority Licenses— how
of this act, or the ordinances of the city, shall be signed *******
by the city clerk, and sealed by the corporate seal, but
no such license shall beissued by said clerk, until the
person applying for the same shall have deposited with
the clerk the receipt of the city treasarer for the amount
required to be paid therefor ; nor shall any license be
issued for dealing in, selling or veonding spirituous, vi-
nous or malt liquors, until the same shall have been
authorized by the common council, and the applicant
sball bave filed bis receipt as aforesaid, together with
a bond as required by the laws of this state, which
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shall be approved either by the mayor or common
council, and the minimum sum fixed by the lawa of
this state, to be paid for any such license, shall be ap-
propriated as the common council shall direct. Every
such license shall contain a clause prohibiting the sel-
ling, vending or giving away of any spirituous, vinous
or malt Jignors on general or special election days, and
all such licenses shall expire on the first day of July
next following the date of their issue.

SEctioN 15. Every person having such license who
shall vend, sell or give away any spirituous, vinous or
malt liquors on any election day, shall be liable to
prosecution under this act, or the ordinance of the city,
or may be indicted in the circuit court of Dodge county,
and upot conviction thereof, every such offender shall
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding two hundred dol-
lars, nor less than fifty dollars, or be imprisoned in the
jail of Dodge county, not more than thirty days, nor
1ess than ten days, at the discretion of the court, and
the license held by such person shall be forfeited and
void.

SecrioN 16. No suit or proceeding shall be com-
menced or prosecuted to recover title or possession of
any lot, piece or parcel of land situated within the
limits of the city, held or claimed by virtue of any
deed purporting upon its face to be executed on ac-
count of any sale for taxes or assessments levied after
the passage of this act, until the person commencing
the suit or proceeding shall have deposited with the
court in which such proceeding is or shall be com-
menced, for the use of the holder or claimant under
such deed, an amount of money equal to the amount
of taxes, costs and charges paid in procuring such deed,
and all subsequent taxes, costs and charges upon the
lot orlinds described in such deed and paid by such
holder or claimant under such deed, except in cases
when the taxes are paid before sale, or the lands re-
deemed according to law. Ib the trial of every such
cauge on the part of the defendant, such deed sball be
first read in evidence to the jury, and shall be evi-
dence in such suit or proceeding, to the extent speci-
fled and provided in section one bundred and nine,
chapter fifteen, title five of the revised statutes.

SectioN 17. The use of the jail of Dodge county,
until otherwise provided, shall be granted to said city,
for the confinement of offenders, and every such offend-
er shall be delivered to the sheriff of said county, for
whose custody, safe-keeping and delivery the said sher-
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iff shall be responsible, as in other cases, but said coun-
ty shall not incur or pay any liability or expense on
account of any person committed to said jail for a vio-
lation of any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation of
said city, bat such expense shall be paid by the city.

Secrion 18. All otficers of the city (except justices
of the peace) may be removed from office for official
misconduct by the common council by a vote of two-
thirds of the members thereof, but said officer or officers
shall be granted a full and fair hearing before removal.

SkcTION 19. Any street, alley, public square or
grounds, which have been regularly platted and record-
ed but have been closed and used for agricultural pur-
poses or otherwise, may by resolution of the common
council be declared as opened for travel and passage,
and shall be opened for such purposes immediately af-
ter the passage of such resolution: provided, that no
such resolution shall be put into effect between the
twentieth of March and twentieth of November in any
one year.

SkctioN 20. No general law of this state, requiring
the registry of electors, shall apply to or have any force
or effect in the city of Beaver Dam.

SECTION 21. Whenever any injury shall bappen to
persons or property in the said city of Beaver Dam by
any reason of any defect or incumbrance of any street,
sidewalk, alley, or public ground, or from any other
cause, for which the said city would be liable; and
such defect, incumbrance or other cause of such in-
Jjury shall arise from or be produced by the wrong, de-
fault or negligence of any person or corporation, such
person or corgoration so guilty of such wrong, default or
negligence, shall be primarily liable for all damages for
such injury ; and the said city shall oot be liable there-
for until after all legal remedies shall bave been ex-
hausted to collect sach damages from such person or
corporation.

SkecTioN 22. The ity of Beaver Dam shall not be held
liable for damages or injuries to persons or property in-
curred or happening at any place in the said city where
work of any kind or nature is being done in or on
streets or sidewalks by contractors, under contracts
with the city, in consequence of the condition of such
streets or sidewalks arising from the doing of such
work. But if the contractors doing such work shall
fail to keep up sufficient fences or protection guards to
prevent camage or injury to persons or property, or
ehall be guilty of otuer negligence in doing such work,
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and if injury to persons or property occur by reason
of such default of such contractors, such contractors
shall be liable in an action by the person so injured.

SEcTION 23.  An act entitled “An act to incorpo-
rate the city of Beaver Dam,” approved March 18,
1866, and the several acts amendatory thereof, and an
act eutitled “An act to consolidate and amend the act
to incorporate the city of Beaver Dam and the several
acts amendatory thereof,”” approved March 8, 1871,
and the several acts amendatory thereof, are hereby re-
pealed, but the repeal of said acts and part of acts, shall
notin any manner affect, injure or invalidate any con-
tracts, acts, suits, or proceedings, claims or demands, that
may have been entered into, performed, commenced, or
that may exist under or by virtue or in pursuance of the
said acts, or any of them; but the same shall be en-
forced and carried out as fully and effectually, to all
intentsand purposes, as if this act had not been passed ;
and all ordinances, resolutione, regulations, rules, by-
laws and orders of the common council, or parts thereof,
not repealed, suspended or made void by this act ehall
continue and remain of the same force and effect as
if this act had not been passed, until altered, amended,
repealed or suspended by the common council in pur-
suance of this act.

SEecTioN 24.  This act shall be considered a public
act, and shall be construed favorably in all courts and
places, and shall take effest from and afterits passage
and publication.

CHAPTER 113.

AN ACT to amend chapter 249, laws of Wisconsin, for 1878, en.
titled “An act authorizing the improvement of certain portions
of the Embarrass river.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. A. S. Trow, Cyrus H. Ware and G.
W. Washburn, or a majority of them, their heirs or
aesigns, are hereby authorized and empowered to make
all such improvements on the Embarrass river, and to
do all such acts and things as are authorized by chap-
